Kossaih published in the Hungatian languaege,
noon alter the vietorlous invasion ol Bohemia by
the Prusaians, an address to the "Huagarian

“There are hivtorical moments in the e of
nations when the question of thuir existence is
decided rorever, Such is the present moment
for Hunjary and ’['rnu-i{lr:mi:l, as woell as for
Croatia, Dalmatin, and Bolavoma, The war
already begun will seive many (uestions beyond
sthose in which it originated,  The tature Rw of
Hungury, not less thun that or Croats, Dals
matia, and Sclavonin will be determined by it
It 12, indeed, self esident toat I Austrin were
w0 retain them under her saway, by achieving
sucecss  In this  war, she would press
down upon these countrics with the whole
welght o her reinforeed strength, ia order to
reallze, by their complete absorption, the unity
of the Austrian cmpire: while & defeated and
diminiabed Austrin would employ more eraltily
than ever all her won ed arts to bring about the
asslmilation of her unlost provinees, in order
that by their tusion luto the same one rula uhe
family ol the Hapsburgs may still nold the rank
of agreat power. But in either case the exist-
ence of Hungary, and of Croatin, Dalmatia, and
Belavonin, as States nod nations, would be at an
end, Kaces and nationsalities they might re-
muin—nations, never, Here, then, s an abso-
lute alternutive, unalterabie like iate, between
the necessity of committing national spieide, or
of Ogbting for nationsl mdependence.  Who
would choose to die when hile may be won by
# bold determination? =

*The Hungarinn guestion s no longer misun-
dorstoud by the cleapsigated smong the great
powers of Europe., May 1! be uader-tood at lust
also by the public at large! May it'no more be
confounded witn mere revolutionnry restless
ness ! The Houngarians are not revolutionista,
We are not men foud ol politieal or rovial ex-
periments,  We ade a people addicted to order
and tranguithity, ana loval, too, oven to excess,
ready to sucriice much always, but not our
couniry at uny time. Heligionaly attecbhed to
what good our predecessora leit ug ae o national
Inheritunce, we are the devoted partisans of
organiged Ireedom, cuncmies to all anarchy.
The monarchical =entiment rons throngh onr
whole body national, Buta nution we ave, and
w aution we will remadn: n iree prtion to be
ruled by no luwe save our own; developlug
treely tuat national lue which is our own, And
we whb to be n Sale subjeet to no loreign
people, to uo  loreign  intergsts; 8 sell
governed State, such as we have a right Lo be,
entitled as we ure to it by a constitutional exist-
ones one thousapd vears old; by internationsl
compnets: by the extent of our territory, as
well a8 by the number aud g2enius of our popu-
lation, the sixth by rank among the nations
that may clalm place and voice o the Baropean
connoil of independent Srutes,
atrive tor, since such is our right. Our olaims
are on o level with owr righrs, But, then,
between the realyation ol our rights und the
rile ol the House of Lorraine-Hapsbure there
is an insuperable anlsconizm: sod nawrally,
tno, since of all the reicning bhouses the Anss
trinn Emperor I the only cne which as a sove-
relgn hes neither country nor noation that he
can call his own, nod 18 meraly the possessor ot
certain lands, The Aus‘nun Emperor i& not
chiel of u nation: he s ouly ehicttain in a
mmily, the clan of Hapsburge.

¥ ® % et then, the public opinlon of
Eutope bte penetrated with this troath, that o the
Hungariap nation vaises the flag of 1849 again,
It & moved by no revolulionary restlessnoss,
biit merely by the in-tluct ol selt-preservation.
And she will roise 1, since it would be her
death not 1o raize it, and siace 115 evident that
now or uever is the wme to rise and hive, It
would bo s, shiwe, mudntss, suletde it she
would negleet this favorable opportunity glven
her by Providence. The will of God revoals iself
in histoneal events—and these are uncommonly
propitions. The demeanor of Uungary has
always been ot parawmoant importance in all
wiars which the House of Ausirim was engagoed
in by choice or neces«iy, In the time of
the first Freneh empire  Ausivin saw her
provinees, Viennn itacli oecupied vy herenemy;
vettorall thit, aud vierely because the pesoutces
of Hongary were at Loy disposal, she came out
of \hat Jone straegle steonger thnn ever, while
the great Emperoy disd an exile in 5t Helens,
But on no previous occasion wis,  perhups,
Hungary of such weleht In the «cale of fortune
for or fngainst Austria as o this preseot war,
The =uratecical jwportance ol her position vow
is of the utmost consequence,  And pever has
Austrin dragged to toe buttle deld so many
Hungarian and Croabign somdiers a8 now. in
bicter derision of the Riet, then ye' sitiang io
Pesth, recruits were levied, tases were ror=ed
continually at an upheard-ot rate, without the
nesent of the Diet; and by tlus esercise ol
despotic power, crowned with mockery,
Austrinn army receved a lehting host ol thicty-
throe Hungarian and one Crogtian regiments of
the line, fouricen vegiments ol Hungarian hoss
gurs, and more thaua sevenry taousiul wreuser—
inall atorce of above vwo nundred and lorty
thousund men. 1 can assure my nation that
the welght o! her attitude in the scale of evenis
is heing undersiood nud wppreciated wherever
it is desarnble it sbhould be. The yoar of 1845,
with its furrenching losscn, has not bheen tor-
gotten. 1t is vemembered that the proud House
01 Ausiria, 50 delying now towards two ereat
powers, wias then unabie to stand a single cam-
palgn against unprejprared, llun_rrul.-li Hunzery,
without feeling constrained to implore the help
ol two hundred thonsand Russians 1o rescue 1t
from certwin ruln.  And grateful she proved her-
sell tor the rescue, 10 the trae Hapsbarg style,

brings li#“l)'l'i\l": wessge from these nauened
slopes of ccen. Hore W & 0Rg wood ol birch
and'fir fu which the Prussians first took up thelr
posvtion, nod in the adiotnlng meadows ramain
thedr tnes of buts formed by the stems of vooog
trees and thatened with brauches, A querier
ol awmileof *rees hae beoen cut down Lo make
these temporary dwelliogs; und ntl uronnd thess
lie pawphlets, and loiters, and wateh boxes, und
wlasses, loft by #oldiers who never were able to
return for them. la the esstorn part of the
wood, fronting the Austrinn forces, there 1s
stitreely one of these magnificent Hrs near; bot
the largest of \he trees pre rent s<under thal
has pot had 118 trunk clely asunder by the
erooved grenades wholeh the Austrians wse 1o
such fell purposée,

touch, What they do take they wash In some
sdjoiuing pool; tor blood is everywhere.

*There Is now quoted the prophecy ol an old
Bobemian soothsayer, who !ull"d that, ‘When
there sre two kings in Bohemin the ditohes will
run with blood.” It is certainly not difficalt to
propheey that in 1847 two and two will not
make five; but, as it s, the evident prophecy ol
the Bchowlan astrologer has been literally
fultilled, thouyh one must hope that these deep,
red, slow-dripping streams are the blood of
horses rather than ot men, Buat all over the
wet flelds, und on the artcles you see lying
nbout, are terrible stains, were nothing else
there 1o 1ell the story. It you liit & helmet or
cup, there are ten chances to one you find
hnTINA'Imle in front of it, & f.‘lll‘l'('ﬁpunl};nd cirele
behind, while inside there I8 the universal

“The work of burlal seems to have been lelt
in the bands of the peasantry, who simply dig a
hole in that part of the tieid where the Jdead lie

“Though the Bmperar has g Cabinet, it cannot
with truth be siwd that the Ausirian empire has
an_eflicient Government. There is no longer
unity of purpose in the minlstecinl deonrtments,
and the movements In the State machine arve,
iherelore, excevdingly feeb'e and icrecular, H s
Majesty’s Ministers are utterly bewildered, ‘not
kuowing what to do and what to leave nunoone,’
One of the things that ought to be done
without deluy ¥8 to come to an understanding
with Hungary, wileh would hardly 1ail to exert
ftsell to the ntmo=t to prevent the exclnsion ol
Austrin fom the Germanie Confederation. Lot
the Empeoror restore to the Hongarians the rights
of which they have becn so long deprived, and
the representatives of the nution will hurdly
fail to prove their loyalty and patriotism by
placing at his disposal almost any number of
reeruits that ey be requiced, The Bmpress
yvesterday veturned to Ofen, with the Archauke
Rudoliph and the Archduchess Gisela, and we
huve to.duy leamed by felegeapb that on their
arrival her Majesty and  ner c¢hldren were
beartily welcomed by the inhabitants, The
Emperor necompanied the Empress to the
VYienna railway terminus, and the separation
must have been very pamtul, as her Majesy

wept bitterly, and the little Prinece and Prinoess
sohbed aloud,  Now that his (nmily s in com.
parative safety, the Bmperor will hardly fail to
go to the army, wloeh is beibg concentrated
in the Marchield, in the nelehborhood o
Aspiern.”
